Radcliffe 
of M aryland in a req uest for steps to assure priv ate 
employment for return in g serv ice men. 
They feel 
th a t as long as the gov ernment Is assuring soldiers 
of its in terest In a rehabilitation and security program 
for their benefit It should do something tangible— 
now—tq ’« « sure Jobs. 
'•If you don’t hav e the business activ ity that pro­ 
duces Jobs," says Sen.

liq uidate its occupied capital for q uick conv ersion to 
peace production. 
It wants to know what is plan n ed for the post-war 
handling of gov ernment-owned raw an d finished m a­ 
terials and gov ernment-owned plants. 
It wants to 
know w hether the Roosev elt adm in istration , for ex­ 
ample. If it remained In power an other term, would 
take the gov ernment out of business when the war 
ended, or use the facilities it has dev eloped for the 
war emergency to put gov ernment 
in to , peacetime 
competition with priv ate enterprise. 
Priv ate business 
m anagement wants to know about the prospect for 
business taxation, which affects its ability to accum ­ 
ulate surplus funds for conv ersion an d expansion. 
If it could obtain 
satisfactory 
answers to these 
q uestions an d if men and women In serv ice could be 
assured th at a Jobs-flrst program was being worked 
out by the combined Intelligence of priv ate enterprise 
and gov ernment, there wouldn’t need to be so much 
concern ov er measures to ease the shock if the end 
of the war finds business m anagem ent still wondering 
what the gov ernment Intends to do. 


’Hie problem of taking care of the Italian Fascists 
will not hav e to be solv ed by the Allies. 
If Allied 
spokesmen take ordinary precautions against being 
m illed into negotiating with Fascists in an ti-Fascist 
clothing, the Italian people will do the rest. 
W hat 
remains to be done thereafter, when m aintenance of 
order finally becomes an Allied responsibility, will 
consist in carrying out unfinished details of the pop­ 
ular uprising against an unpopular leadership. 
Meanwhile, to the extent of the people’s ability to 
express their will against the temporary gov ernment 
of Victor Emmanuel and M arshal Badoglio—whose 
objectiv e is to prev ent v iolence -all known an d activ e 
Fascists will be dealt with as realistically as it has 
been their fashion to deal with anti-Fascists. 
They 
will be terrorized and dispersed. 
Many of them will 
be killed. 
Like the Nazis who will succeed 
them 
as 
the 
world's worst Insurance risks in due course of time, 
there Is no place where they will be safe. 
By their 
long dev otion to the principle of v iolence in dealing 
with their opponents they hav e 
sealed 
their doom. 
They will be hun ted down and dLspoaed of by their 
own countrymen, by Austrians, 
Czechs, 
Yugoslav s, 
Greeks, Poles, Albanians, 
Frenchmen, 
Norwegians. 
There will be no hav en on earth where they m ay feel 
‘perfectly safe. 
Deplorable as Is the practice of v iolence, ev en at 
the expense of its adv ocates, Jt represents in this in ­ 
stance a form of Justice th at may prov e more satisfy­ 
ing than the formal trials and executions th at will 
come later, to take care of those 
who 
manage 
to 
escape.

ITALY’S BARGAINING POWER RUNS OUT 
The circumstances of Italy's surrender are trem ­ 
endously im portant. 
W ith good plan n in g an d good j 
luck, the Allied spokesmen responsible for armistice 
negotiations may sav e thousands of liv es an d v ast 
expenditures. 
1 
T h e object of their negotiations 
is 
twofold—to 
carry out to the letter an Allied policy of accepting 
n othing but unconditional surren der of the forces of 
Fascism an d at the same tim e to make un con dition al: 
surren der seem attractiv e to the population of Ituly. ! 
Obv iously, G erm an propagandists now are working ( 
ov ertime to make surrender seem un attractiv e 
i 
Italy's bargaining power is running out, hour by 
hour, as Its m ilitary stren gth wanes. It soon will hav e 
nothing to gain, ev erything to lose, by n ot giv ing up. 
Its principal asset now is the presence of Oerm an 
troops on its soil, rather than its own stren gth. While j 
its spokesmen may be expected to play out the string 
— are ethically bound to do so—they hav e confessed 
their desperation by the attem pt to distinguish be­ 
tween G reat Britain, which they say they distrust, 
an d the United States. This gov ernment lias no in ten ­ 
tion of being more lenient to Italy than the British, 
an d it is doubtful If the British hav e any Intention 
of being harsher than the United States. 
It Is in the skilled working out of these delicate 
m atters th a t the Allies may sav e the liv es of tlielr 
lighting men and their wealth. 
A properly arran ged 
armistice with Italy’s tem porary gov ernm ent—an d a 
properly understood cessation of hostilities with the 
Italian people—coufd shorten 
the 
European war by 
many mouths. 
It stan ds to reason th at ev ery other 
naloln in the Axis sphere, including Oerm any, would 
be depriv ed of its wtll to fight by proof th at the Allies 
demand unconditional surren der no8 to subdue people 
but to free them from oppressiv e gov ernments.

The Presiden t’s n ext speech may be more satis­ 
factory' th an the inconclusiv e one th a t came as an 
an ti-clim ax to an eager, curious audience last Wed­ 
nesday n ight.

Gettysburg Strategy Not 
Accident« Says Historian 


(By Vulto« VM M ) 
GETTYSBURG. Pa.—The 
battle 
of Gettysburg was not an accident. 
Dr. S. K. Stevens, state historian, 
said as the 80th anniversary of the 
event was observed recently, led by 
Army and governm ent officials. 
“Gettysburg was th e culmination 
of a long and complicated game of 
hide-and-seek 
played 
by 
almost 
200.000 men during a 27-day pe­ 
riod,” commented Dr. Stevens “The 
site was 
chosen 
deliberately 
by 
General Lee because 12 roads con­ 
verge there to form a neutral con­ 
centration area, and from which 
the Confederates could move in any 
direction.” 
Lee's daring offensive carried to 
Wrightsville, on th e west bank of 
the Susquehanna river, th e point 
farthèst north and east reached 
by the arm y of Virginia; almost 
to Harrisburg, vital rail and re­ 
placement center, and threatened 
W ashington, where 100.000 
Union 
troops were deployed immediately 
in a protective screen.
